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A MONTH OF EDUCATION 

Because of a string of events since the first of February, 
the Phi Nutes, like the rest of the College, have done little 
studying. Yet they have probably learned more of impor- 
tance in that short space of time than during any other 
period of equal length. Exams came with the first of Feb- 
ruary and there was studying then tho perhaps surprisingly 
little. The significant fact, apparent when the marks came 
out, was that the Brothers had learned the power of concen- 
tration, had attained the ability to get more done in a short- 
er space of time, because less time is left for studying in the 
house. It was seen that living in the new house had not had 
a detrimental effect upon scholarship; on the contrary. the 
marks of the Brothers living in the house were uniformly 
higher than those of the brothers living in the dormitories. 

Four impetuous days of Winter Carnival followed the 
very week after exams. A large and varied house party 
made ‘“‘the greatest Carnival ever’’ a true phrase for Phi Nu. 
Moreover each Phi Nu absorbed more actual human Psy- 
chology—came to realize clearly from the varied house party 
just what types he did like—than he would have in a sem- 
ester of MacDougall. 
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Of more direct benefit to the Fraternity was what the 
Alpha,Chis at Dartmouth learned during the third week in 
February when the Freshman class was rushed intensively 
each night from six until ten—a different batch of Freshmen 
each hour. The Phi Nutes learned a lot about the Class of 
1924 at Dartmouth, they exchanged ideas from these new 
men from all over the country, they learned better how to 
meet men—also how delightfully and smoothly Phi Nu 
could entertain in its new house—they learned by exper- 
ience what the late rushing season, new at Dartmouth this 
year, demands. Some of the knowledge cannot be put to 
use until another year but it is stored away in the heads of 
the Brothers, for example, that they must cultivate personal 
friendships with Freshmen from the very first of the year, 
and that they must learn a desired Freshman’s nearest 
friends for they go to fraternities in groups with their 
friends. 

While Phi Nu was learning these valuable things the 
Saturday night bids returned it one of the best Freshman 
delegations it ever had. 


AN EFFICIENT CRUTCH 

So far in its brief existence, the Idetelu has been essen- 
tially an organ of the Resident Chapter. The little we have 
had in the way of news about the Graduates usually has 
been gleaned from second hand sources. But beginning next 
Fall with an increased number of graduates, the Idetelu will 
occupy a very different position. Not only will our finances 
become more stable thru the larger contribution from the 
Graduate Chapter, but sourc2s of News will be enlarged.

So from now on the Idetelu will occupy 
the position of the strongest tie between Resident and Grad- 
uate Brothers. 
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WHAT THE RUSHING COMMITTEE THOUGHT 

Rushing season is passed, and for Alpha Chi safely and 
successfully passed. Dartmouth’s first closed rushing season 
no one would call a howling success, for it failed to disclose 
any great advantages over the old system. The only thing 
to be said for it is that the faculty wants it. On that ac- 
count it will probably continue its existence. 

The knottiest problem the new systern brought was 
whether we should attempt to compete with the older and 
better established fraternities for the best men, or play safe 
and pick our men from the average run of freshmen. We 
decided for the former course. 

When the smoke of battle had cleared away, we found 
ourselves with seven of the best men of the class of ’24 and 
one transfer in the class of ’22. It is a significant fact that 
of the 624 freshmen only 218 were pledged. The twenty- 
four fraternities had concentratéd on the same men. 

The “system,” in the beginning so simple, became most 
complicated before it was put in operation. Invitations to 
visit the House at certain designated hours between six and 
ten were issued in two sections, the first for, the first four 
days and the second for the last three days of the week. The 
freshmen were allowed to rearrange the hours of the invi- 
tations to suit their own convenience. This resulted in con- 
siderable confusion when the acceptances were returned to 
the fraternities. A freshman could not give more than one 
date in an evening with the same fraternity, and verbal dates 
were prohibited. ‘‘Chinning’” was prohibited except between 
the hours of six and ten. 

Matters went along smoothly the early part of the week 
and we had little difficulty in choosing the men we wanted 
to concentrate on. When the second period arrived and we 
settled down to the work of landing these men, we began to 
strike unforeseen snags. The freshmen during the five 
months previous to rushing season had formed innumerable 
cliques. Each man declared that he was waiting to see what 
his friends were going to do. Thus the situation resolved 
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itself, not into convincing men that Alpha Chi was the fra- 
ternity for them, but in showing them that they could not 
afford to desert their friends. While we were as successful 
as any other fraternity in doing this, there is no doubt that 
some men who didn’t come with us, would have—had we 
caught them before they had formed their friendships in the 
class. This was the chief reason why many men refused all 
bids until they could see the various delegations. 

After the close of the formal rushing season we set to 
work, in company with the rest of the fraternities, to fill out 
our delegation. Since that time we have added three men 
of high calibre to the original seven. About 40 more men 
have been pledged since the close of the week. 

Our ’24 delegation, as it is today, rates as high as any 
on the campus. There isn’t a mediocre man in it. Every 
one of them has done something, is doing something, or will 
do something to raise the ,prestige of Alpha Chi on the 
campus. Phi Nu proved, by the way it met the difficulties 
presented by the closed season and by the delegation it got, 
that it has attained a firm place on the campus.
